I muft exped to be eternally miterai^ if out 
of yoar ioexhauftibleStodc of Mercy you don't extend vour Charity and Com* 
xni^te my deplorable St^tccs. Akm>' I am not poSwd ofjhe mud optilenc 
Eftatei yet my condition , Madam, is fuch as wilt allow me a compettocy, 
toransiiemy owa wants, cocntertain my Friends tho* not Sumptuouily yet Mo> 
4ieratly ana gemsdy, and fometimes to idieve my indigieat and neceiCcoua 
Neigbbours. Happiaefi doth not confift in the abundance of wealth , but in 
content oi Mind. 'lis not things themfelres but the right OSa of them renders 
a b«ppy Life. Perfons Biggotted to filthy Lucre are never renfible of the Delights

V 'tis by it we ire diftinguiflied from the Inferior and IgnoUe Being^ , and 
byit weenjG^'thc.raviflitng Pieafurcs of a Mollified Soul Union and tarepaF> 
rability of Hearts certainly are the moft Heavenly and Tranfcendent Blifs $ They
